the old soldier will be wondered at. 
such^vell know the remarkable power that 
tho First Napoleon held upon theaJ'eetions 
of his soldiers, as well us the wild nnd nn 
controllable idolatry manifested by the lat- 
ter toward the former, upon all occasion.*, 
whether in victory or deient. 


In that interview, yesterday, the veteran 


"fought his battles o't-r again." The Prince 
questioned him, and listened with gluten- 
ing eye to his recital of those thrilling inci- 
dents which ever had as their hero a Napo- 
leon. 


The quick eye of the Piince noticed the 


absence of three lingers from one of the 
soldier's hands. 


" Where did you lose your lingers ?'' 
" In the retreat from .Moscow. I was at- 


tnchrd to the c.ivalry, and in one of the 
eharfrusof those villainous Cossacks,!! stroke 
from a iiuice deprived me of my fhigt-n. 
But,'1 and tin; old veteran's ryo shone with

Ah, those Cossacks were till- 


most Kplendid that. I ever saw, but they were 
afraid of Mural'a cavalry after all."

terrible retreat from tho burning capitol of 
the UiiKsiaq, am rounded by the inflexible 
ti^or.i of a Kusriian winter, and harrassi'd 
day ami ni^'ht by those iunous onsets of 
CohSiick cavalry—those wild mid daring 
children of the plains.

Last evening there occurred one of those 


rare incidents in the progress of Prince Na- 
poleon's t6ur through the United States 
.which will not soon be forgotten by our il- 
lustrious visitor, albeit the tender recollec- 
tions thereof may not be of .long duration 
with one1 oT the parties interested, whose 
gray hair8:will ere long be moistened'by the 
'clammy dews'of death, 


Lqreriz Harte, ff relic of the Grand Array 


of the First Napoleon, now an in mate of the 
Cook county poor house, had an interview 
with'the Prince. 
County .'Agent. Hansen, 


learned the wish of the old soldier, and 
kindlyconveyed him to the Tremont. His 
card was sent to the Prince's apartments 
.and the old ,man, bowed down with the 
we'.gbt of'eighty'years, was ushered into the 
august presence. 
' The PriACe'a'roge to receive hia remark- 
able guest. Therethjey.stood, for a. moment 
looking each other in the face—the second 
heir to.tbe French crown and the scarred 
and bronzed veteran of a score of battles. 
Advancing, the Prince grasped the old 
man's hand, and conducting him to a seat, 
spoke so kindly that the veteran's heart 
overflowed, and he burst into tears, 


To those at all acquainted with the histo- 


ry of the NapClaoaio <JflJMt7i , neither the 
kindness of the Prince n"** emotion of 
the old soldier will be wondered at. 
such well k'now the remarkable power tha 
the First Napoleon held upon theaJectiou 
of his soldiers, as well as the wild and on 
controllable idolatry manifested by the lat 
ter toward the former, upon all occasions 
whether in victory or defeat. 


In that interview,- yesterday, the veterai 


"fought his. battles o'er again." The Priuc. 
questioned him,.and listened with gli.sten 
ing eye to his recital of those thrilling inci 
dents which ever had as their hero aljapo 
leon. 


The quick eye of the Prince noticed th*. 


absence of three fingers from one of the 
soldier's hands. 


" Where did you lose your fingers ?" 
" In the retreat from Moscow. I was-at- 


tached to the cavalry, and in one of the 
charges of those villainous Gossackg,a stroke 
from a lance deprived me of my fingers. 
But," 
and the old veteran's eye shone with 


the old battle-light, " my sabre finished 
him, sire. 
Ah, those Cossacks were the 


most splendid that I ever saw, bat they wer 
afraid of Murat's cavalry after all." 
And 


the old soldier's mind wandered back to that 
terrible retceat from the burning capital of 
the Itussias, surrounded by the indexible 
rigors of a Bussian winter, and harrassed 
day and night by those furious onsets of 
Cossack cavalry—those wild and daring 
children of the plains. 


'' This, sire, was done at Lodi," exhibi- 


ting a terrible scar upon his left shoulder, 
made by a grape shot. 
" And this," baring the calf of his left 


leg, showing the track of a bullet through 
and through it, "was done'at Arcola." 
" This sabre-cut upon my head was re- 


ceived at Aasterlitz, and so was this sire," 
tenderly holding up the Crossof the Legion 
of Honor bestowed upon him by Napoleon 
for special service on the bloody field. 


And thus the old battle-scarred veteran 


whiled away two pleasant hours — hour.s 
fraught with proud and tender recollections 
to both Prince and soldier; and when tha 
veteran arose to go, he blessed the munifi- 
cence of the Prince which had pressed a 
well-filled pnrse into his hand, and given 
him assurance that la Belle France has not 
forgotten her veterans, and that a liberal 
pension should be provided for him.— Chi- 
cago Journal, 


TUB CAMPAIGN is MISSOURI—SOUTH OF 


ST. Louis.—An 
army, corresponden of 


the Clucago Times gives the following par- 
ticulatfi of the countryon thelineof thelron 
Montain Railroad, and the., military move- 
ments in that section : 


Ironton is some seventy miles from St 


Louis and is reached by the Ironton Moun- 
tain Railroad, which was built for the pur- 
pose of transporting iron and lead. 
The 


lead mines are at Potosi, eight miles from 
the main road, but a side road has been 
built, and trains run through both the iron 
and lead mines. What makes this a stong 
military point is the scarcity in the south 
of lead, and an attempt to get posession ol 
the Potosi mines by the rebels has been 
thwarted several times. Ironton is situated 
in a beautiful vale, surrounded on all sides 
by iron mountains: the most noted of which is 
the one which is found on Pilot Knob, a mass 
ofiron ore oozing from the top oftliRtnoun- 
tain. It takes its name from the fact that 
it has been a guide for years for hunters in 
reaching St. Louis. Colonel Bland, of the 
Sixth Missouri, is in command sinco U-en. 
Prentiss left. 


The Iron Mountain Railroad is guarded 


the whole l_ength, even from the outskirts 
of St. Louis. 
You hardly travel a mile 


without meeting, troops; and at every 
bridge—and there are a large number— 
quite an imposing force is stationed. You 
will find in these guards detatchments from 
regiments from Kansas, Nebraska, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, and Missouri, and it ia re- 
markable to see the good feeling that exists 
between them. This section of Missouri will 
contest with southern Illinois for fine fruit, 
but the soil is very poor for agricultural 
purposes. The guards are continually ar-

Tb« FUndUu Outrage In Jttlttouri. 


Of tha many dastardly outrages commit- 


ted by tho accession devils in Missouri, since 
the commencement of the rebellion, that 
perpetrated on the night of the 4th inst., 
within 19 miles of St. Joseph, caps the cli- 
max . The whole passenger train going 
west, last Tuesday, on the Hannibal and 
St. Joseph railroad, was precipitated into 
the Platta river, tho rebels having burned 
and cut the timbers nearly thrtugh for that 
purpoae. Upon the train were oome eighty- 
five to one hundred persons, all but one of 
whom were- either killqd or wounded. Up- 
wards of twenty are known to have been 
killed outright. This occurred at eleven 
o'clock at night. The horrors of such a 
scene, cannot be imagined. The crash, the 
screams of the dying and wounded, the dark- 
ness, and tho rushing waters of the river, 
into which they had plunged, with none to 
help or save — the inhuman monsters having 
cut oflfaid from the cast — make up an accu- 
mulation of horrors, at which the mind re- 
volts. 


The baggage master gives the following 


account : 


The entire train went down, the engine 


turning over and the baggage, freight, mail 
and two passenger coaches piled on top. — 
Tho passenger coaches were completely 
smashed, nnd I was the only one on the 
train that escaped unhurt. 


Atter getting out of the baggage car, I 


commenced taking the passengers that were 
not Villod, from the wreck. Conductor S. 
C. Cutler died in a hiw minutes. Frank 
Clark', engineer, baa ono leg completely 
twisted and jtwvimed into strings. He also 
died in a few moments. Martin Field, mail 
agent, Chas. Moore, fireman, and K. J. Fox, 
brakernnn, were killed. 


Among the wounded were Mr. Medell, 


son of Dr. Medell, of Ohio, both badly in- 
jured. 


I could not leurn the nameu of all tho 


passengers. I went to St. Joseph, got an 
engine, physicians and other necessaries 
for tin wounded, and reached tho wreck at 
3 p. m.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 24. 


To Ilia Excellency, B. Magoffin, Governor of the State 


of Kentucky : 
SIR:— Your letter of the 19th inst, in 


which you "urge the removal from the lira- 
Is of Kentucky of the military force now 
organized, and in camp within the state," 
,s received. 


I may not possess full and precisely ac- 


curate knowledge upon this subject; but I 
believe it is true that there ia a military 
Force in carnp within Kentucky, acting by 
authority ol the United States, which force 
is not very large, and is not now being aug- 
mented. 


I aluo believe that some arms have been 


furnished to this force by tho United States. 


I also believe this force consists exclu- 


sively of Kentuckians, having their camp 
in the immediate vicinity of their own 
homes, and not assailing or menacing any 
of the good people ot Kentucky. 


In all I have done in the premises, I 


have acted upon the urgent solicitations of 
many Kentuckiana, and in accordance with 
what I believed, and still believe, to be a 
wish of tho majority of alt the Union-lov- 
ing peoplu of Kentucky. 


While I have conversed on this subject 


with many eminent men of Kentucky, in- 
cluding a large majority of the members of 
congress, 1 do not remember that any one 
of them, or any other person, except your 
Excellency, and the bearers of your Excel- 
lency's letter, has urged me to remove the 
military force from Kentucky, or to dis- 
band it. 
One other very worthy citizen of 


Kentucky did solicit me to have the aug- 
menting of the force suspended for a time. 


Taking all the means within my reach to 


form a judgment, I do not believe it is the 
popular wish of Kentucky that this force 
shall be removed beyond her limits ; and, 
with this impression, I must respectfully 
decline to so remove it. 


I most cordiiilly sympathize wilh your 


Excellency in the wish to preserve the peace 
of my own native state, Kentucky ; but it 
is with regret I wwircli, and cannot find, in 
your not very short letter, any declaration 
or intimation, that you entertain any desire 
for the preservation of the federal Union.

terrible disaster on the Hannibal and St. 
Joe railroad in furnished us by the St. 
Louis Republican. The catastrophe occur- 
red at Little Platte river bridge, 19 miles 
eait of St. Joseph. The bridge WRS n sub- 
stantial work, of one hundred and sixty 
feet spans, about thirty-five above the rives. 
The timbers underneath the track had been 
burned until they would sustain but little 
more than their own weight, and the firo 
was then extinguished, leaving thi> bridge 
a mure shell. The train bringing from H."> 
to 100 passengers, including women ami 
children, reached the river at 11 o'clock nt 
night, and the bridge looking secure, they 
passed on, but no aooncr had the locomo- 
tive measured its length upon the bridge 
than some 40 or 50 yards of the structure 
gave way, precipitating the entire train in- 
to the abyss below, throwing men women 
and children in a promiscuous heap down 
the declivity, and burying them among the 
crushed timber, or throwing them out of the 
car windows, and also through tho broken 
sides. Some were mangled by machinery 
tearing through the timbers, several were 
caught between planks pressing togulhrr 
like a vice, others wero struck by parts of 
the roof as it came down with u mighty 
force j still others were cut with pie't-cs ol 
plaas, while wounds and blood nnd u^ony 
prevailed all over tho friphtfut sceno, ami 
shrieks of pain were mingled with cries of 
terror. 
In this way the two last earn of tho

The action of Gen. Grant in taking 


possession of Paduca"h, Ky., is important 
in several respects.

Tennesse troops fired upon our forces from 
Hickman, Ky., that neutrality was violated, 
and now the commander of the United 
States forces follows this by occupying Ken- 
tucky soij.

Th« Fitndtsll Outrage In Missouri. 


Of the many dastardly outrages commit- 


ted by the secession devils in Missouri, since 
the commencement of the rebellion, that 
perpetrated on the night of the 4th inst., 
within 19 miles of St. Joseph, caps the cli- 
max. 
The whole passenger train going 


west, last Tuesday, on the Hannibal and 
St. Joseph railroad, was precipitated into 
the Platte river, tho rebels having burned 
and cut the timbers nearly ihrtugh for that 
purpose. Upon the train were some eighty- 
five to one hundred persons, all but one of 
whom were either killed or wounded. Up- 
wards of twenty are known to have been 
killed outright. This occurred at eleven 
o'clock at night. The horrors of such a 
scene, cannot be imagined. The crash, the 
screams of the dying and wounded, the dark- 
ness, and the rushing waters of the river, 
into which they had plunged, with none to 
help or save—the inhuman monsters having 
cut off aid from the east—make np an accu- 
mulation of horrors, at which the mind re- 
volts. 


The baggage master gives the following 


account: 


The entire train went down, the engine 


turning over and the baggage, freight, mail 
and two passenger coaches piled on top.— 
The passenger coaches were completely 
smashed, and I was the only one on the 
train that escaped unhurt. 


After getting out of the baggage car, I 


commenced taking the passengers that were 
not killed, from the wreck. 
Conductors. 


C. CntUr died in a few minutes. Frank 
Clarii, en&;neerj ha3 one jeg completely 
twisted and j&tnmed into strings. He also 
died in a few moments. Martin Field, mail 
agent, Chas. Moore, fireman, and B. J. Pox, 
brakeman, were killed. 


Among the wounded were Mr. Medell, 


son of Dr. Medell, of Ohio, both badly in- 
jured. 


I could not learn the names of all the 


passengers. I went to St. Joseph, got an 
engine, physicians and other necessaries 
for the wounded, and reached the wreck at 
3 p. rn. 


The greatest excitement prevails in St. 


Jospph in regard to this inhuman outrage. 


This is the work of the rebels, and these

From Charleston 
to St. Joseph they have adopted a species 
of warfare at which humanity shudders.—

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 24. 


To His Excellency, B. MagoiBn, Governor of the State 
of Kentucky: 
SIR:—Your letter of the 19th inst., in 


which you "urge the removal from'the lim- 
its of Kentucky of the military force now 
organized, and in camp within the state," 
is received. 


I may not possess full and precisely ac- 


curate knowledge upon this subject; but I 
believe it is true- that there is a military 
force in camp within Kentucky, acting by 
authority of the United States, which force 
is not very large, and is not now being aug- 
mented. 


I also believe that some arms have been 


furnished to this force by the United States. 


I also believe this force consists exclu- 


sively of Kentuckians, having their camp 
in the immediate vicinity of their own 
homes, and not assailing or menacing any 
of the good people ot Kentucky. 


In all I have done in the premises, I 


have acted upon the urgent solicitations of 
many Kentuckians, and in accordance with 
what I believed, and still believe, to be a 
wish of the majority of all the Union-lov- 
ing people of Kentucky. 


While I. have conversed on this subject 


with many eminent men of Kentucky, in- 
cluding a large majority of the members of 
congress, I do not remember that any one 
of them, or any other person, except your 
Excellency, and the bearers of your Excel- 
lency's letter, has urged me to remove the 
military force from Kentucky, or to dis- 
band it. 
One other very worthy citizen of 


Kentucky did solicit me to have the aug- 
menting of the force suspended for a time. 


Takiug all the means within my reach to 


form a judgment, I do not believe it is the 
popular wish of Kentucky that this force 
shall be removed beyond her limits ; and, 
with this impression, I must respectfully 
decline to so remove it. 


I most cordially sympathize with your 


Excellency in the wish to preserve the peace 
of my owu native state, Kentucky ; but it 
is with regret I search, and cannot find, in 
your rot very short letter, any declaration 
or intimation, that you entertain any desire 
for the preservation of the federal Union.

HIGHLY IMPORTANT FROM NEW MEXICO. 


—Gov. Greiner -writes from Santa Fe to the 
Columbus (Ohio) Journal, under date of 
August llth, that Captains Gibbs aud Pot- 
ter, who were with Major Lynde when the 
traitorous old dotard surrendered Fort Fill- 
more and its garrison of seven hundred and 
fifty troops to three hundred and twenty 
Texans, without striking a blow, have ar- 
rested him, and are now bringing him to 
Santa Fe. 
Co!. Roberts, of the Rifles, the 


commandant of Fort Stanton, one hundred 
and fifty miles from Mesilla, had evacuated 
the post for the purpose of concentrating 
his forces at Fort Craig. 
Capt. Moore, 


from Fort Buchanan, on the way to Fort 
Craig with three hundred men and sixty 
wagons, has not been heard from, but is re- 
garded as trusty. 
A strong body of Texans 


had left Mesilla after the surrender of Fort 
Fillmore, to capture him. Major Seward, 
son of the secretary of state, is with Capt. 
Moore. 
The rebels will find the latter quite 


a different man to deal with from Major 
Lynde. 
The rebels have possession of all 


that part of New Mexico known as Arizona, 
and intend to coalesce with several Mexi- 
can states, Texas, and, if they can, with 
Arkansas, Missouri and California, inform- 
ing the Sierra Nevada Republic. 


The rebels in that quarter have very lit- 


tle rympathy with the Southern Confedera- 
cy scheme, and the new republic is the pet 
project of the K. Or. C's. 
New York capi- 


talists are also said to favor it. 


The writ of habeas corpus has been sus- 


pended in the military department of New 
Mexico, in view of the impudence of the 
secessionists. 
For the first litno in three 


years, the people of the territory are enjoy- 
ing a full crop.

THE CAPTURE OP THE HATTERAS FORTS. 


The attack upon the Hatteras forts, seems, 
according to General Butler's report, to 
have been a very ticklish affair. 
Owing to 


the heavy surf upon shoal coasts, the boats 
were swamped in landing the troops, and a 
rising storm compelled the fleet to make an 
offing at night leaving three hundred and 
fifteen soldiers on the shore within reach of 
six hundred and fifteen of the enemy, and 
as commodore Barron said, a thousand 
more within call. Besides this, two of the 
vesels got ashore within range of the prin- 
cipal fort before the surrender. 
It would 


seem, that with all these casualities to help 
them the rebels ought to have made a more 
effective fight. The whole expedition did 
not return, but a portion remained for fur-

Great Consternation In 3Tort.li Car- 
olina—Rebel Opinion on the Victo- 
ry at Fort Hatteras. 


From the Petersburg Express, Aug. 31. 


The bombardment and capture of Fort 


Hatteraa by the powerful federal fleet which 
sailed from Old Pointon Monday, and which 
we announced yesterday, have been fully 
confirmed by parties who reached here last 
evening from Newbern, North Carolina. 


It is now stated that the federal fleet, and 


accompanying launches, barges, etc., con- 
tained twelve regiments, numbering near- 
ly or quite twelve thousand men, instead of 
four thousand, as given out by the agent of 
the associated press at Fortress Monroe. 


We regret to hear that among the cap- 


tured at Fort Hatteras, is Col. Bradford, 
well known in Virginia and North Carolina, 
he having served for many years in the U. 
S. Army. He, as well as Com. Barron, are 
both highly valuable and efficient officers, 
and their loss, even though temporary, is 
one that will be seriously felt. 


We hear also that our forces at Cape Hat- 


teras were larger than our information caus- 
ed us to state in yesterday's Express. We 
ascertained yesterday afternoon, from a 
young officer who had just come in on a 
special train from North Carolina, that 580 
confederate forces were stationed at Cape 
Hatteras, all of whom were taken prisoners. 
A company of state troops numbering 100 
or more, reached the fort only a few hours 
before it fell into the hands of Gen. Bntler. 
There were twenty 32-pounders mounted at 
FortHatteras,butshotandshell were scarce. 


Fort Hatteras is situated on the outer 


coast of North Carolina, about twenty miles 
south of Cape Hatteras, and although suf- 
ficient time had not elapsed from its com 
mencement to the attack to render it very 
formidable, itis thought that, with an abund- 
ance of ammunition and a force of 1,500 
men, it could have successfully resisted the 
very fearful odds with which it was compell- 
ed to contend on Thursday last. 


Many are disposed to dispute the advan- 


tages which some claim will be gained by 
the invaders in occupying this point. 
That 


it is an important position, we do not enter- 
tain a doubt, if the opinion of those who 
have been familiar with Pamlico Sound for 
many years past, is entitled to consideration. 
This sound is but eighteen or twenty miles 
in width—scarcely that, probably—and it 
washes the most fertile portion of all North 
Carolina, into it empty innumerable streams. 


These streams penetrating far into the in 


terior—two reaching the important towns 
of Newbern and Washington, are easily 
navigable for Lincoln's gun-boats. 
Having 


gained access to the Sound, these gunboats 
can commit depredations upon the innocent 
people of North Carolina to an almost in- 
calculable extent, if they do nothing more 
serious. In this connection the following 
from the Wilmington Journal of Thursday 
afternoon, is appropriate : 


As we mentioned some time since, all the 


northern papers have been howling in con- 
cert over the defective character of the 
blockade of the North Carolina coast, and 
demanding that the " nest of pirates," who 
have their rendezvous in Newbern, be bro- 
ken up. 


" Day before yesterday, in obedience and 


response to the howl, a large federal flotilla 
steamed along down 
our coast, having 


passed Cape Henry on Monday evening, 
coming south with men and small boats.— 
On Tuesday they appeared off Hatteras, 
and may attempt a landing to take the bat- 
teries in the rear and capture them, thns 
securing an entrance through the inlet.into 
the Sound for their small boats and light 
steamers, who would thus have command of 
fill the shallow waters from Newbern to 
Elizabeth City, with the power of inflicting 
untold sufferings and losses upon our peo- 
ple." 


The excitement, we fear, in all southeast- 


ern Carolina is very great, many persons, 
we think, being unnecessarily apprehensive 
of immediate danger.

Last Night's Report. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6. 


Gentlemen who retnrned here at a quar- 


ter past 1 o'clock to-day, from Georgetown 
Heights, report heavy and continued firing 
between 11 and 12 o'clock, and counted da- 
ring the time over one hundred reports. 
Some of these reports appeared to be in 
the vicinity of Munson'a Hill, and others 
above Chain Bridge. Previous to the firing 
a balloon was visible for an hour over Fort 
Corcoran, and on its being lowered a bright 
column of light was exhibited from a high 
point, the colors red, white and blue being 
distinctly visible at a distance of but little 
less than seven miles. Upon the lights be- 
ing extinguished, the firing commenced. 
The occasion of the firing is not yet ascer- 
tained. 


Commercial's special.—The treasury de- 


partment has advices to the effect that sub- 
scriptions of over $300,000 have already 
been made to the national loan. 


The state department has notified the 


war department that it must refrain from 
granting passes to women and children who 
desire to enter the southern states. 


The travel by way of Louisville is com- 


pletely blocked up. By the order of the 
government agent, applications for 
south were refused to-day. 


In consequsnce of orders from the gov- 


ernment, all secession emblems in Balti- 
more have been suppressed. 


The latest news from the southern part 


of Maryland are to the effect that the Uni- 
on men were organizing strongly for the 
October election. 


Advices received here from 
Virginia, 


leave no doubt that rebel leaders, both civil 
and military, have agreed to attempt to ad- 
vance on Washington, and will within a 
few days. The government is fully prepar- 
ed for any emergency. 


The enemy's troops on Munson's Hill 


are parading in front of their works this 
morning. 


HUDSON, Mo., Sept. 6. 


The following additional account of a 


terrible disaster on the Hannibal and St. 
Joe railroad is furnished us by the St. 
Louis Republican. The catastrophe occur- 
red at Little Platte river bridge, 19 miles 
east of St. Joseph. The bridge was a sub- 
stantial work, of one hundred and sixty 
feet spans, about thirty-five above the river. 
The timbers underneath the track had been 
burned until they would sustain but little 
more than their own weight, and the fire 
was then extinguished, leaving the bridge 
a mere shell. 
The train bringing from 85 


to 100 passengers, including women and 
children, reached the river at 11 o'clock at 
night, and the bridge looking secure, they 
passed on, but no sooner had the locomo- 
tive measured its length upon the bridge 
than some 40 or 50 yards of the structure 
gave way, precipitating the entire train in- 
to the abyss below, throwing men^women 
and children in a promiscuous heap down 
the declivity, and burying them among the 
crushed timber, or throwing them out of the 
car windows, and also through the broken 
sides. Some were mangled by machinery 
tearing through the timbers, several were 
caught between planks pressing together 
like a vice, ethers were struck by parts of 
the roof as it came down with a mighty 
force; still others were cut with piece's of 
glass, while wounds and blood and 
any 


prevailed all over the frightful scene, and 
shrieks of pain were mingled with cries of 
terror. In this way the two last cars of the 
train went down, pitching the passengers 
into the wreck or throwing them into "the 
water which at this point is about a foot 
and half deep only. 


Three persons, Mr. J. W. Parker, super- 


intendent of the United States express, Mr. 
Mars, mail agent, and Mr. Heager were 
able to afford assistance to the sufferers. 
T'.e remainder of those who were not killed 
outright, being so disabled to be helpless. 


Fifteen miles east of the place, the river 


bridge over another branch was found al- 
most entirely burned, having been fired af- 
ter the train passed west. 
This preventing 


assistance being sent from the east. 


Lieut. Shaw of the 1st Kansas regiment, 


killed, John Townsberry and Sidney Clark 
wounded, are the only additional names of 
those injured we have at present. 


CAIRO, Sept. 6. 


This morninc at 11 o'clock, Gen. Grant 


with two regiments of infantry, one compa- 
ny of light artillery and two gun boats, took 
possession of Paducah, Kentucky. 
He 


found secession flags flying in different parts 
of the city, on the expectation of greeting 
the arrival of southern armies which was 
reported to be 3,800 strong, only sixteen 
miles distant. Loyal citizens tore down 
the flags on the arrival of our troops. 
Gen. 


Grant took possession of the telegeaph of- 
fice, railroad depot and marine hospital, he 
also found large quantities of complete ra- 
tions and leather, for the southern army. 


FORTRESS MONROE, Sept. 5. 


The Monticello and Harriet Lane arrived 


from Hatteras Inlet this moring. They re- 
port most gratifying intelligence. 


The confederates have abandoned their 


strongly fortified forts at Ocracoke Inlet. 


Multitudes of North Carolinians have 


demonstrated their loyalty to the Govern- 
men by coming to Fort Hatteras to take 
the oath of allegiance. Colonel Hawkins 
sends word that he administrated the oath 
to between one hundred and three hundred 
in a single day. 


The steamer Pawnee still lies in the Inlet, 


and the Susquehanna on the out side. 


The Susquehanna ran down to Ocracoke 


inlet, and found the fortifications there 
completly deserted. 
The confederates 


carried away their guns, and a white flag 
was exhibited. 


BOSTON, Sept. 6. 


General Butler paid a brief visit to the 


state house to-day. He will probably ad- 
dress the Union meeting shortly to be held 
at Faneuil Hall. 


LOUISVILLE, Sept. 6. 


Hon. James S. Jackson issues a spirited 


call to-morrow for a regiment of Kentucky 
cavalry, under the authority of the United 
States, for three years or during the war. 


, 3id. Sept. 6. 


Intelligence from the ^Virginnia shore is 


to the effect that, .from opposite the White 
House ford, near the mouth of the Senaca 
River, down to Arlington Heights, the reb- 
els have heavy pickets, and are daily expect- 
ing reinforcements, to enable them to ex- 
tend to Conrad's Ferry. There are at least 
from COO to 700 now along the lines. 


On Friday a force of 4,000 Missippians, 


as a guard, reached the vicinity of E'airfax 
Court House, with 60 pieces of artillery. 


The force opposite Washington is esti- 


mated by the rebels at 125,000, with daily 
reinforcements. 
They say that an attack 


is to be made upon Washington the pres- 
ent week. Simultaneously with the attack 
on Washington demonstrations are to be 
made, according to the same authority, 
near the mouth of the Ocoquan, and above 
at Edwards', Nolon's, or the White House 
ferry. The rebels have plenty of provision 
and whiskey. 
E'amilias and stores have, 


however, been drained of salt, sugar, and 
coffee. 
No money can purchase these nec- 


essaries. Men frequently come down to the 
river, and in piteous terms beg their Mary- 
land neighbors. for a pittance of these arti- 
cles. 
Cows and cattle are suffering for 


salt. A scanty supply is sometimes ob- 
tained from fish brine, but this is very rare. 


The rebels yesterday arrested five men 


nearly opposite this town — four of them 
brothers, who had deserted from the rebel 
army, and who, together with their aged 
father, as a hostage, were dragged back to 
the rebel army.

QcriNCY, Sept. 6, 1861 


Gen. Pope is concentrating a force in

The popular sentiment of the 
south demands a trial of strength here, and 
they are preparing for it. Gen. McClellan 
is ready for any emergency. 
Little credit 


need be attached to the rumors that go out 
from here that we are to be immediately at- 
tacked. 


Belief in the death of Jeff. Davis is again 


gaining ground in this city. Several dis- 
patches from Louisville from persons who 
are regarded as trustworthy, to different par- 
ties here, state that positive information of 
his decease has been received there. 


Consul Scott, of Rio Janeiro, whose let- 


ters advising the rebels of the sailing of 
several northern ships from that port were 
found in Fort Hatteras, before leaving Rio 
pocketed eight hundred dollars of the sea- 
man's fund. 


The navy department has already assign- 


ed several navy officers to duty on western 
gunboats. 


Commodore Stringham says that the Paw- 


nee protects all approaches from ths land 
side to Fort Hatteras, and that as long as 
she is there, no danger of an attack is ap- 
prehended. 


As a rule, in all the skirmishes which 


take place across the Potomac, when the 
picket forces are at all equal in numbers, 
our boys drive the enemy back. If our men 
are (ort-ed to retire for a time, they uniform- 
ly return and occupy their old positions. 


The sanitary commission are earnestly

DEAR GAZETTE :— The boys are all on 


tho topmost wave of expectation to-night, as 
tbe report has just como here that a largo 
body of the enemy is surrounded near here, 
and that in all probability n battle will take 
i>lnce there before morning, and that we 
will b? called in to help "cut the pie." 
The 


Colonel has ordered every man 10 have his 
cartridge box tilled and be ready for a move 
at any moment. We have heard cannon- 
ading all thft afternoon in the direction of 
the enemy, and the report of a akirmiah 
with the mis believed here. We have re- 
ceived our blue frock coats, pantaloons, and 
some cotton flannel drawers. The overcoats 
will be here in a day or two, and also the 
cups, and then we will receive tho rest of 
our outfit from "Uncle Sam." 
We are very 


much pleased to get our clothing, as the 
nights are so very cold here that we needed 
it very much. 


We came out on dress parade, dressed in 


our blue suit, last night, and were visited by 
President Lincoln, Secretary Seward, and 
a large number of other visitors. 
Every 


thing passed oil' well, indeed, tbe boys never 
looked better, and most certainly they never 
did any better marching. 
The President 


highly complimented them, and spoke high 
ly of tho band. The President looked well 
and hearty, aud if the rebels never take 
Washington until he dies by the course of 
human evente, 1 fear they will starve. To- 
day, after the battalion drill was over, we 
received orders to strike our tents and clean 
off the floors, and dry the ground under 
them. That order wus hardly read before 
Sargeant llerno called out a squad of twen- 
ty men and Corpurul McDauiel, to go down 
to the Chain Bridge and take care of some 
cannon there, nnd relieve the detail from 
Company C., who were sent there severnl 
dajs since. 1 guess you never saw a lot 
of fellows more anxious to go anywhere 
than the boys were to go there. Those not 
detailed were running tiround asking for a 
chance to go. Some offered those detailed 
a dollar if they would get excused aud lot 
others tako their places. Sergeant Cutta 
was detailed to go with the squad, but as 
ho was ui.well Surgeant Ilerue went in his 
place, and Liuut. Ctuiu accompanies and 
takes charge ol the squad. They took three 
days rations, and left about half past three 
this afternoon.

From the Fifth Regiment.

WASHIXOTON. D. C., Sept. 8d, 1861. j 


DEAR GAZETTE :—The boys are all on 


the topmost wave of expectation to-night, as 
the report has just come here that a large 
body of the enemy is surrounded near here 
and that in all probability a battle will take 
place there before morning, and that we 
will be called in to help "cut the pie." The 
Colonel has ordered every man to have his 
cartridge box filled and be ready for a movi 
at any moment. 
We have heard cannon 


ading all the afternoon in the direction o 
the enemy, and the report of a skirmish 
with them is believed here. We have re 
ceived our blue frock coats, pantaloons, and 
some cotton flannel drawers. The overcoats 
will be here in a day or two, .and also the 
caps, and then we will receive the rest o 
our outfit from "Uncle Sam." We are very 
much pleased to get our clothing, as th 
nights are so very cold here that we neede( 
it very much. 


We came out on dress parade, dressed in 


our blue suit, last night, and were visited bj 
President Lincoln, Secretary Seward, anc 
a large number of other visitors. 
Every 


thing passed off well, indeed, the boys neve 
looked better, and most certainly they never 
did any better marching. 
The Presiden 


highly complimented them, and spoke high 
ly of the band. The President looked wel 
and hearty, and if the rebels never take 
Washington nntil he dies by the course o 
human events, I fear they will starve. To 
day, after the battalion drill was over, we 
received orders to strike our tents and clean 
off the floors, and dry the ground under 
them. That order was hardly read before 
Sergeant Herue called out a squad of twen 
ty men and Corporal McDaniel, to go down 
to the Chain Bridge and take care of some 
cannon there, and relieve the detail from 
Company C., who were sent there severa 
days since. I guess you never saw a loi 
of fellows more anxious to go anywhere 
than the boys were to go there. Those no 
detailed were running around asking for a 
chance to go. Some offered those detailei 
a dollar if they would get excused and it 
others take their places. • Serge? nt Cutti 
was detailed to go with the squall, but a: 
he was unwell Sergeant Herne weut in hu 
place, and Lieut. Clum accompanies anc 
takes charge of the squad. They took thre 
days rations, aud left about half past thre 
this afternoon. 


To-night about sun-set we could see a 


flag to the west of us signalling, but as a 
matter of course we do not know what Ih 
signals iriean. Since I began to write th 
news has beeu received that Jeff. Davis i 
dead. We hardly believe it, but still it maj 
be true ; at any rate we hope so, althougl 
we have expected to have a chance to tr 
him ourselves.

men at a fearful rate. 


We arc to have all the companies equal 


iied down to one hundred aud one men 
each, and when that is done we will have a 
regiment that will speak for itself when 
called into action.

The. People'f>f the Stale of Wisconsin represented in Sen- 


ate and Assembly, do tnact us follows; 
SECTION 1. Section 22 of chapter 71 of the Revised 


Statutes, with tho thereunto belonging amendment, (see 
chapter 98 of tlio general laws oi' 1868,) is hi-reby amend- 
ed as follows: by striking out the following woids: 
'•Said stocks to bo valued at a rutc to be estimated ai.d 
governed by the average rate at which said stocks huvct 
been sold in the city qf Now Turk, within tho next six 
months precediug the tinio wliun Bitch stocks may LHJ 
loft on dvpos tt> with the comptroller." By striking 
out the words " equal to," and inserting after the words 
" not exceeding," tho words "in value." ISy striking 
put the following words: "IJutsach public stoika shall 
in all cases be. or be made to be equal to a stock producing 
six por cent per annum; and it shall not be hiwfnl for 
the bank comptroller to take such stock at a rnte above 
its par value, ner above its current market value iu tlie 
city of New York at tho time of deposite, by such per- 
son or association of persons;" and by inserting in lieu 
thereof the following; "and it shall bo law furfur the 
bunk comptroller to isaue for public Btock which have 
been ranging at or above par during the!art six months, 
and up to the time of depoaite in tbe New York market, 
circulating notes up to the par value of Haid stocks; 
but the comptroller shall not issue for public stocks 
ranging below par in said market, more circulation 
than ninety per cent of the current market value ofdnid 
stocks at tho time of dcpoftitc, nor more than ninety per 
cent wf the average market vidue during tlie last tiix 
months; and for "finch stocks na during the last six 
months have been at and above ns well as bulow par, 
the comptroller shall not issue more than ninety per 
cant of tho average vnliio during tho Lint six months, 
nor in any event more than ninety per ctnt of its mar- 
ket vulue on the day of dcponite, nor more than ninety 
per cent of the par value of wuch stocks;" so thut this 
said section shall henceforth read n« follows: "When- 
ever, hereafter, any person or association of persona, 
formed for the purpose of bunking under tho provisions 
of this chapter, shall duty assign and transfer in trust 
to the treasurer of this state, any portion of ihe public 
stocks issued or to be issued by the United States or 
any state stock a. on which full interest In annually paid, 
sucli persen or association of persons shall be entitled 
to icceiye from the bank comptroller an amount of such 
circulating notes of different denominations, registered 
and countersigned, and not excweding in value the 
amount of public stocks assigned and tranferrcd as. 
aforesaid; and it shall be lawful for tho bank comptrol- 
ler to is.iue for public stocks, which have been ranging 
at or above par during tho last six monthn, nnd up to 
the time of deposite in the New York murket, circulat- 
ing notes up to tho par val tie of fluid stocks, but tho 
comptroller sbull not issue for public stocks ranging be- 
low par in said market, more circulation than ninety 
per cent of the eurrent market value of said stocks at 
the time of deposite, nor more than ninety par cent of 
the average market value during the lust cix months ; 
and for such stocks as during the lost six months have 
been at and above aa well f*s below par, the comptroller 
shall not issue more than ninety per cent of tbe aver- 
age value during the last six months, nor in any event 
more than ninety per cent of its market value on the

Prince Napoleon and the Old Soldier. 


Last evening there occurred one of those 


rare incidents in the progress of Prince Na- 
poleon's tour through the United States 
which will not soon be forgotten by our il- 
lustrious visitor, albeit the tender recollec- 
tions thereof may not be of long duration 
with one of the parties interested, whose 
gray hairs will ere long be moistened by the 
clammy dews of death. 


Lorenz Harts, a relic of the Grand Army 


of the First Napoleon, now an inmate of the 
Cook county poor house, had an interview 
with the Prince. 
County Agent Hanson, 


learned the wish of the old soldier, and 
kindly conveyed him to the Tremont. His 
card was sent to the Prince's apartments 


ftnd the old man, bowed down with the 
weight of eighty years, was ushered into the 
angust presence. 


The Prince arose to receive bis remark- 


able guest. There they stood, for a moment 
looking each other in the face—the second 
heir to°the French crown and the scarred 
and bronzed veteran of a score of battles. 
Advancing, the Prince grasped the old 
man's hand, aud conducting him to a seat, 
spoke so kindly that the veteran's heart 
overflowed, and he burst into tears. 


To those at all acquainted with the histo- 


ryoftheNapC l a o u i o dynasty, neither the 
kindness of the Prince nJ." .''"* em°U°n ^ 
the old soldier will be wondered at. 
such well know the remarkable power that 
the First Napoleon held upon the a Jectious 
of his soldiers, as well as the wild and un 
controllable idolatry manifested by the lat- 
ter toward the former, upon all occasions, 
whether in victory or defeat. 


Iii that interview, yesterday, the veteran 


"fought his battles o'er again." The Prince 
questioned him, and listened with glisten- 
ing eye to his recital of those thrilling inci- 
dents which ever had as their hero a Napo- 
leon. 


The quick eye of the Prince noticed the 


absence of three fingers from one of the 
soldier's hands. 


" Where did you lose your fingers ?" 
" In the retreat from Moscow. I was at- 


tached to the cavalry, and in one of the 
charges of those villainous Cossacks,a stroke 
from a lance deprived me of my fingers. 
But," and the old veteran's eye shone with 
the olJ battle light, " my sabre finished 
him, sire. 
Ah, those Cossacks were the 


most splendid lhac I ever saw, but they were 
al'raid of Mural's cavalry after all." 
And 


the old soldier's mind wandered back to that 
terrible retreat from the burning capitul fit' 
the Kussias, surrounded by the indexible 
rigors of a Hussian winter, and harrassed 
day and night by those furious onsets of 
Cossack cavalry—those wild and daring 
children of the plains. 


'" This, sire, was done at Lodi," exhibi- 


ting a terrible scar npon his left shoulder, 
made by a grape shot. 


" And this," baring the calf of his left 


leg, showing the track of a bullet through 
and through it, "was done at Arcola." 


" This sabre-cut upon my head was re- 


ceived at Austerlitz, and so was this sire,7' 
tenderly holding up the Cross of the Legion 
of Honor bestowed upon Mm by Napoleon 
for special service on the bloody field. 


Aud thus the old battle-scarred veteran 


whiled away two pleasant hours —hor.r.-f 
fraught with proud and tender recollections 
to both Prince and soldier ; and when the 
veteran arose to go, he blessed the munifi- 
cence of the Prince which had pressed a 
well-iillud purse into his hand, and given 
him assurance that la Belle France has not 
forgotten her veterans, and that a libnral 
pension should be provided for him.— Chi- 
cago Journal.

Ironton is some seventy miles from St. 


Louis and is reached by the Ironton Moun- 
tain Railroad, which was built for the pur- 
pose of transporting iron and lead.

lead mines are at Potosi, eight miles from 
the main road, but a side road has been 
built, and trains run through both the iron 
and lead mines. 
What makes this a stonj; 


military point is the scarcity in the south 
of lead, and an attempt to get posession of 
the Potosi mines by the rebels has been 
thwarted several times. Ironton is situated 
in a beautiful vale, surrounded on all sides 
by iron mountains the most noted of which is 
the one which is fouudon Pilot Knob, a mass 
ofiron ore oozing from the top of them oun- 
tain.

You 
will find in these guards detatchments from 
regiments from Kansas, Nebraska, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, and Missouri, and it is re- 
markable to see the good feeling thatexists 
between them. This section of Missouri will 
contest with southern Illinois for fine fruit, 
but the soil is very poor for agricultural 
purposes. 
The guards are continually ar- 


resting small marauding parties and spies. 
One came in ou the train with us ; he had 
just returned from Pillow's force, but was 
recognized, aud is now in (he Arsenal here. 


The recent proclamation of General Fre- 


mont is considered by military men the only 
mode of setiling the question forever in 
Missouri ami that speedily. The secession- 
ists-and ihere are a great many here—reail 
the proclamation with compressed lips and

thousand troops encamped here and the 
Northwest at his back, Fremont can defy 
them. 
St. Louis is safe, and the state will 


soon be free of traitors.

Tn« Fiendish Outrage in Missouri. 


Of the many dastardly outrages commit- 


ted by the secession devils in Missouri, since 
the commencement of the rebellion, that 
perpetrated on the night of the 4lh inst., 
within 19 miles of St. Joseph, caps the cli- 
max. 
The whole passenger train going 


west, last Tuesday, on the Hannibal and 
St. Joseph railroad, was precipitated into 
the Platte river, tho rebels having burned 
and cut the timbers nearly ihr»ugh for that 
purpose. Upon the train were some eighty- 
five to one hundred persons, all but one of 
whom were either killed or wounded. Up- 
wards of twenty are known to have been 
killed outright. This occurred at eleven 
o'clock at night. The horrors of such a 
scene, cannot be imagined. The crash, the 
screams of the dying and wounded, the dark- 
ness, and the rushing waters of the river, 
into which they had plunged, with none to 
help or Sive—the inhuman monsters having 
cut off aid from the east—make up an accu- 
mulation of horrors, at which the mind re- 
volts. 


The baggage master gives the following 


account: 


The entire train went down, the engine 


turning over and the baggage, freight, mail 
and two passenger coaches piled on top.— 
The passenger coaches were completely 
smashed, and I was the only one on the 
train that escaped unhurt. 


After getting out of the baggage car, I 


commenced taking the passengers that were 
not Billed, from the wreck. 
Conductor S. 


C. Cuh*r died in a few minutes. Frank 
Clark, engineer, naa one Jeg completely 
twisted and jammed into strings. He also 
died in a few moments. Martin Field, mail 
agent, Chas. Moore, fireman, and B. J. Fox, 
brakeman, were killed. 


Among the wounded were Mr. Medell, 


eon of Dr. Medell, of Ohio, both badly in- 
jured. 


I could not learn the names of all the 


passengers. I went to St. Joseph, got an 
engine, physicians and other necessaries 
for the wounded, and reached the wreck at 
3 p. m.

Joseph in regard to this ^inhuman outrage.

President Klncoln to GOT. Jffagoffin. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 24. 


To His Excellency, B. Magoffin, Governor of the State 


of Kentucky: 
SIB:—Your letter of the 19th inst., in 


which you " urge the removal from the lim- 
its of Kentucky of the military force now 
organized, and in camp within the state," 
is received. 


I may not possess full and precisely ac- 


curate knowledge upon this subject; but I 
believe it is true that there is a military 
force in camp within Kentucky, acting by 
authority of the United States, which force 
is not very large, and is not now being aug- 
mented. 


I also believe that some arms have been 


furnished to this force by the United States. 


I also believe this force consists exclu- 


sively of Kentuckians, having their camp 
in the immediate vicinity of their own 
homes, and not assailing or menacing any 
of the good people ot Kentucky. 


In all I have done in the premises, I 


have acted upon the urgent solicitations of 
many Kentuckians, and in accordance with 
what I believed, and still believe, to be a 
wish of the majority of all the Union-lov- 
ing people of Kentucky. 


While I have conversed on this subject 


with many eminent men of Kentucky, in- 
cluding a large majority of the members of 
congress, I do not remember that any one 
of them, or any other person, except yoor 
Excellency, and the bearers of your Excel- 
lency's letter, has urged me to remove the 
military force from Kentucky, or to dis- 
band it. One other very worthy citizen of 
Kentucky did solicit me to have the aug- 
menting of the force suspended for a time. 


Taking all the means within my reach to 


form a judgment, I do not believe it is the 
popular wish of Kentucky that this force 
shall be removed beyond her limits ; and, 
with this impression, I must respectfully 
decline to so remove it. 


I most cordially sympathize with your 


Excellency in the wish to preserve the peace 
of my own native state, Kentucky ; but it 
is with regret I search, and cannot find, in 
your not very short letter, any declaration 
or intimation, that you entertain any desire 
for the preservation of the federal Union.

HIGHLY IMPOST ANT FROM NEW MEXICO. 


—Gov. Greiner writes from Santa Fe to the 
Columbus (Ohio) Journal, under date of 
August llth, that Captains Gibbs and Pot- 
ter, who were with Major Lynde when the 
traitorous old dotard surrendered Fort Fill- 
more and its garrison of seven hundred and 
fifty troops to three hundred and twenty 
Texans, without striking a blow, have ar- 
rested him, and are now bringing him to 
Santa Fe. Col. Roberts, of the Rifles, the 
commandant of Fort Stanton, one hundred 
and fifty miles from Mesilla, had evacuated 
the post for the purpose of concentrating 
his forces at Fort Craig. 
Capt. Moore, 


from Fort Buchanan, on the way to Fort 
Craig with three hundred men and sixty 
wagons, has not been heard from, but is re- 
garded as trusty. A strong body of Texans 
had left Mesilla after the surrender of Fort 
Fillmore, to capture him. Major Seward, 
son of the secretary of state, is with Capt. 
Moore. 
The rebels will find the latter quite 


a different man to deal with from 
Major 


Lynde. The rebels have possession of all 
that part of New Mexico known as Arizona, 
and intend to coalesce with several Mexi- 
can states, Texas, and, if they can, with 
Arkansas, Missouri and California, in form- 
ing the Sierra Nevada Republic. 


The rebels in that quarter have very lit- 


tle rympatby with the Southern Confedera- 
cy scheme, and the new republic is the pet 
project of the K. G. C's. 
New York capi- 


talists are also said to favor it. 


The writ of habeas corpus has been sus- 


pended in the military department of New 
Mexico, in view of the impudence of the 
secessionists. For the first lime in three 
years, the people of the territory are enjoy- 
ing a full crop. 


INTERESTING WAR NEWS FROM KANSAS. 


—The number of rebels has been increas- 
ing in south-eastern Kansas, since the bat- 
tle of Springfield. 
Gen. Lane was at 


Mound City on the 1st of September, with 
a force of 1,600 men, and is now at Fort 
Scott. 
Gen. Rains, with a large rebel 


force, attempted to intercept him, but hear- 
ing a report that Gen. Sigel was in hia rear, 
ht hurriedly retreated to Springfield. The 
relels are throwing up entrenchments at 
Ten-ill's Mill, on the Osage. Gen. Lane is 
daily expecting a reinforcement of 4,000 
men, 
with artillery. The Cherokee and 


Osage Indians, under Ross, have taken up 
arms for the Union. The latest intelli- 
gence from Missouri represents that the 
rebels ate falling back from Lexington to 
join Rains, who is threatening Fort Scott. 
A battle between the force3 of Lane an(J 
Rains may be daily expected.

THE CAPTURE OP THE HATTERAS FORTS. 


The attack upon the Hatteras forts, seems, 
according to General Butler's report, to 
have been a very ticklish affair. 
Owing to 


the heavy surf upon shoal coasts, the boats 
were swamped in landing the troops, and a 
rising storm compelled the fleet to make an 
offing at night leaving three hundred and 
fifteen soldiurs on the shore within reach of 
six hundred and fifteen of the enemy, and 
as commodore Barron said, a thousand 
more within call. Besides this, two of the 
vesels got ashore within range of the prin- 
cipal fort before the surrender. It would 
seem, that with all these casualties to help 
them the rebels ought to have made a more 
effective fight. The whole expedition did 
not return, but a portion remained for fur- 
ther attacks upon the enemy's positions 
upon the coast.

The bombardment and capture of Fort 


Hatteras by the powerful federal fleet which 
sailed from Old Pointon Monday, and which 
we announced yesterday, have been fully 
confirmed by parties who reached here lust 
evening from Newbern, North Carolina. 


It is now stated that the federal fleet, and 


accompanying launches, barges, etc., con- 
tained twelve regiments, numbering near- 
ly or quite twelve thousand men, instead of 
four thousand, as given out by the agent of 
the associated press at Fortress Monroe. 


We regret to hear that among the cap- 


tizred at Fort Hatteras, is Col. Bradford, 
well known in Virginia and North Carolina, 
he having served for many years in the U. 
S. Army. He, as well as Com. Barron, are 
both highly valuable and efficient officers, 
and their loss, even though temporary, is 
one that will be seriously felt. 


We hear also that our forces at Cape Hat- 


teras were larger than our information caus- 
ed us to state in yesterday's Express. 
We 


ascertained yesterday 
afternoon, from a 


young officer who had just come in on a 
special train from North Carolina, that 580 
confederate forces were stationed at Cape 
Hatteras, all of whom were taken prisoners. 
A company of state troops numbering 100 
or more, reached the fort only a few hours 
before it fell into the hands of Gen. Butler. 
There were twenty 3"2-pounders mounted at 
Fort Hatteras,butshotandshell were scarce. 


Fort Hatteras is situated on the outer 


coast of North Carolina, about twenty miles 
south of Cape Hatteras, and although suf- 
ficient time had not elapsed from its com 
mencement to the attack to render it very 
formidable, it is thought that, with an abund- 
ance of ammunition and a force of 1,500 
men, it could have successfully resisted the 
very fearful odds with which it was compell- 
ed to contend on Thursday last. 


Many are disposed to dispute the advan- 


tages which some claim will be gained by 
the invaders in occupying this point. That 
it is au important position, we do not enter- 
tain a doubt, if the opinion of those who 
have been familiar with Pamlico Sound for 
many years past, is entitled to consideration. 
This sound is but eighteen or twenty miles 
in width—scarcely that, probably—and it 
washes the most fertile portion of all North 
Carolina, into it empty innumerable streams. 


These streams penetrating far into the in 


terior—two reaching the important towns 
of Newbern aad Washington, are easily 
navigable for Liucoln's gun-boats. Having 
gained access to the Sound, these gunboats 
can commit depredations upon the innocent 
people of North Carolina to an almost in- 
calculable extent, if they do nothing more 
serious. In this connection the following 
from the Wilmington Journal of Thursday 
afternoon, is appropriate: 


As we mentioned some time since, all the 


northern papers have been howling in con- 
cert over the defective character of the 
blockade of the North Carolina coast, and 
demanding that the " nest of pirates," who 
have their rendezvous in Newbern, be bro- 
ken up. 
" Day before yesterday, in obedience and 


response to the howl, a large federal flotilla 
steamed along down our coast, having 
passed Cape Henry on Monday evening, 
coming south with men and small boats.— 
On Tuesday they appeared off Hatteras, 
and may attempt a landing to take the bat- 
teries in the rear and capture them, thus 
securing an entrance through the inlet.into 
the Sound for their small boats and light 
steamers, who would thus have command of 
all the shallow waters from Newbern to 
Elizabeth City, with the power of inflicting 
untold sufferings and losses upon our peo- 
ple." 


The excitement, we fear, in all southeast- 


ern Carolina is very great, many persons, 
we think, being unnecessarily apprehensive 
of immediate danger. A large number of 


Last Night's Report. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6. 


Gentlemen who returned here at a quar- 


ter past 1 o'clock to-day, from Georgetown 
Heights, report heavy and continued firing 
between 11 and 12 o'clock, and counted da- 
ring the time over one hundred reports. 
Some of these reports appeared to be in 
the vicinity of Munson's Hill, and others 
above Chain Bridge. Previous to the firing 
a balloon was visible for ae hour over Fort 
Corcoran, and on its being lowered a bright 
column of light was exhibited from a high 
point, the colors red, white and blue being 
distinctly visible at a distance of but little 
less than seven miles. Upon the lights be- 
ing extinguished, the firing commenced. 
The occasion of the firing is not yet ascer- 
tained. 


Commercial's special.—The treasury de- 


partment has advices to the effect that sub- 
scriptions of over $300,000 have already 
been made to the national loan. 


The state department has notified the 


war department that it must refrain from 
granting passes to women and children who 
desire to enter the southern states. 


The travel by way of Louisville is com- 


pletely blocked up. By the order of the 
government agent, applications for passes 
south were refused to-day. 


In consequsnce of orders from the gov- 


ernment, all secession emblems in Balti- 
more have been suppressed. 


The latest news from the southern part 


of Maryland are to the effect that the Uni- 
on men were organizing strongly for the 
October election. 


Advices received here from Virginia, 


leave no doubt that rebel leaders, both civil 
and military, have agreed to attempt to ad- 
vance on Washington, and will within a 
few days. The government is fully prepar- 
ed for any emergency. 


The enemy's troops on Munson's Hill 


are parading in front of their works this 
morning. 


HODSON, Mo., Sept. 6. 


The following additional account of a 


terrible disaster on the Hannibal and St. 
Joe railroad is furnished us by the St. 
Louis Republican. The catastrophe occur- 
red at Little Platte river bridge, 19 miles 
eait of St. Joseph. The bridge was a sub- 
stantial work, of one hundred and sixty 
feet spans, about thirty-five above the river. 
The timbers underneath the track had been 
burned until they would sustain but little 
more than their own weight, and the fire 
was then extinguished, leaving the bridge 
a mere shell. The train bringing from 85 
to 100 passengers, including women and 
children, reached the river at 11 o'clock nt 
night, and the bridge looking secure, they 
passed on, but no sooner had the locomo- 
tive measured its length upon the bridge 
than some 40 or 50 yards of the structure 
gave way, precipitating the entire train in- 
to the abyss below, throwing men women 
and children in a promiscuous heap down 
the declivity, and burying them among the 
crushed timber, or throwing them out of the 
car windows, and also through the broken 
sides. 
Some were mangled by machinery 


tearing through the timbers, several were 
caught between planks pressing together 
like a vice, ethers were struck by parts of 
the roof as it came down with a mighty 
force; still others were cut with pieces ot 
glass, while wounds and blood and agony 
prevailed all over the frightful scene, and 
shrieks of pain were mingled with cries of 
terror. 
In this way the two last cars of the 


train went down, pitching the passengers 
into the wreck or throwing them into the 
water which at this point is about a foot 
and half deep only. 


Three persons, Mr. J. W. Parker, super- 


intendent of the United States express, Mr. 
Mars, mail agent, and Mr. Heager were 
able to afford assistance to the sufferers. 
The remainder of those who were not killed 
outright, being so disabled to be helpless. 


Fifteen miles east of the place, the river 


bridge over another branch was found al- 
most entirely burned, having been fired af- 
ter the train passed west. This preventing 
assistance being sent from the east. 


Lieut. Shaw of the 1st Kansas regiment, 


killed, John Townsberry and Sidney Clark 
wounded, are the only additional names of 
those injured we have at present. 


CAIRO, Sept. 6. 


This mornine at 11 o'clock, Gen. Grant 


with two regiments of infantry, one compa- 
ny of light artillery and two gun boats, took 
possession of Paducah, Kentucky. 
He 


found secession flags flying in different parts 
of the city, on the expectation of greeting 
the arrival of southern armies which was 
reported to be 3,800 strong, only sixteen 
miles distant. Loyal citizens tore down 
the flags on the arrival of our troops. Gen. 
Grant took possession of the telegeaph of- 
fice, railroad depot and marine hospital, he 
also found large quantities of complete ra- 
tions and leather, for the southern army. 


FOBTRESS MONROE, Sept. 5. 


The Montieello and Harriet Lane arrived 


from Hatteras Inlet thismoring. They re- 
port most gratifying intelligence. 


The confederates have abandoned their 


strongly fortified forts at Ocracoke lulet. 


Multitudes of North Carolinians have 


demonstrated their loyalty to the Govcrn- 
men by coming to Fort Hatteras to take 
the oath of allegiance. 
Colonel Hawkins 


sends word that be administrated the oath 
to between one hundred and three hundred 
in a single day. 


The steamer Pawnee still lies in the Inlet, 


and the Susquehanna on the out side. 


The Susquehanna ran down to Ocracoke 


inlet, and found the fortifications there 
completly deserted. 
The confederates

father, as a hostage, were dragged back to 
the rebel army.

QtiiNCY, Sept. 6, 1861 


Gen. Pope is concentrating a force in 


Missouri, which will be beard from in a 
few days. The rebels under Green include 
about all the secession forces in Northwes- 
tern Missouri, and are supposed to be near 
Shelbina. A blow will be struck that will 
wipe them out entirely as soon as adequate 
preparations are made. The movements 
of our troops are not to be made public at 
present; but there is no doubt that Gen.

Other movements are being 
made which will ensure success to our 
cause, of which yon shall be informed as 
soon as any decisive action takes place.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6. 


The government has positive information 


that the rebels are making extraordinary ef- 
forts to concentrate all their available forces 
on the line of the Potomac, for an attack on 
this city. The popular sentiment of the 
south demands a trial of strength here, and 
they are preparing for it. Gen. McClellan 
is ready for any emergency. Little credit 
need be attached to the rumors that go out 
from here that we are to be immediately at- 
tacked. 


Belief in the death of Jeff. Davis is again 


gaining ground in this city. Several dis- 
patches from Louisville from persons who 
are regarded as trustworthy, to different par- 
ties here, state that positive information of 
his decease has been received there. 


Consul Scott, of Rio Janeiro, whose let- 


ters advising the rebels of the sailing of 
several northern ships from that port were 
found in Fort Hatteras, before leaving Rio 
pocketed eight hundred dollars of the sea- 
man's fund. 


The navy department has already assign- 


ed several navy officers to duty on western 
gunboats. 


Commodore Stringham says that the Paw- 


nee protects all approaches from the land 
side to Fort Hatteras, and that as long as 
she is there, no danger of an attack is ap- 
prehended. 


As a rule, in all the skirmishes which 


take place across the Potomac, when the 
picket forces are at all equal in numbers, 
our boys drive the enemy back. If our men 
are forced to retire for a time, they uuitbrm- 
ly return and occupy their old positions. 


The sanitary commission are earnestly 


urging Secretary Cameron to erect a' tem- 
porary hospital capable of accommodating 
fifteen thousand. The commissioners re- 
port the army as every where in good health, 
and rapidly improving in condition. 


Baron E. Von Vegesart, a Danish officer, 


late Governor of Danish West Indies, has 
tendered his services to the government for 
the war. 


Van Wyck's investigating committee, 


charged to look into the contracts made 
during the war, will adjourn this week from 
New York to Philadelphia, and thence to 
this city.

Peaceful! such a word is unknown here. 
We are governed by a rod of iron. A per- 
fect reign of terror exists. Persons dare 
not even mention tlie administration of the 
north, and many are forced into the ranks 
at the peril of their lives. 


A great deal of sickness is in the camp. 


Small pox has begun its work, and yellow 
fever has made its appearance. If the war 
continues much longer, great fear is ex- 
pressed on account of the scarcity of food. 
Everything increases in price daily. 


The several battles in which tUey bave 


been successful, have so elated them that 
they think of nothing but " Washington 
and victory!" The reported strong!h of 
that city alone keeps them back. 
There 


were hundreds more killed at Manassas 
than those reported; but they were speedi- 
ly buried, and tho exact number of the 
dead has never been correctly reported by 
them. Many petty disputes have arisen 
among the officers and those in command, 
and if the government will but wait a short 
time, the people will rise in a mass and on- 
deavor to assert their rights, and break np 
this despotic

DEAK GAZETTE :—The boys are all on 


the topmost wave of expectation to-night, a 
the report has just come here that a large 
body of the enemy is surrounded near here 
and that in all probability a battle will take 
place there before morning, and that wi 
will be called in to help "cut the pie." Thi 
Colonel has ordered every man to have hi 
cartridge box filled and be ready for a move 
at any moment. We have heard cannon 
ading all the afternoon in the direction o 
the enemy, and the report of a skirmish 
with them is believed here. We have re 
ceived our blue frock coats, pantaloons, an 
some cotton flannel drawers. The overcoats 
will be here in a day or two, and also th 
caps, and then we will receive the rest o 
our outfit from, "Uncle Sam." 
We are very 


much pleased to get onr clothing, as thi 
nights are so very cold here that we needec 
it very much. 


We came out on dress parade, dressed in 


our blue suit, last night, and were visited bj 
President Lincoln, Secretary Seward, anc 
a large number of other visitors. 
Every 


thing passed off well, indeed, the boys neve 
looked better, and most certainly they neve 
did any better marching. 
The Presiden 


highly complimented them, and spoke high 
iy of the band. The President looked wel 
and hearty, and if the rebels never take 
Washington until he dies by the course o 
human events, I fear they will starve. To 
day, after the battalion drill was over, w 
received orders to strike our tents and clean 
off the floors, and dry the ground unde 
them. That order was hardly read before 
Sargeant Herne called out a squad of twen 
ty men and Corporal McDaniel, to go down 
to the Chain Bridge and take care of some 
cannon there, and relieve the detail from 
Company C., who were sent there severa 
days since. I guess yon never saw a lo 
of fellows more anxious to go anywhen 
than the boys were to go there. Those no 
detailed were running around asking for a 
chance to go. Some offered those detailet 
a dollar if they would get excused aud It 
others take their places. Sergeant Cult 
was detailed to go with the squad, but a 
he was ULwell Sergeant Herne went in hi 
place, and Lieut. Clum accompanies anc 
takes charge of the squad. They took thre 
days rations, aud left about half past thre 
thia afternoon. 


To-night about sun-set we could see a 


flag to the west of us signalling, but as c 
matter of course we do not know what th 
signals mean. Since I began to write th 
news has been received that Jeff. Davis i 
dead. We hardly believe it, but still it ma 
be true; at any rate we hope so, althoug 
we have expected to have a chance to tr 
him ourselves.

We are to have all the companies equal 


ized down to one hundred aud one men 
each, acd when that is done we will have a 
regiment that will speak for itself when 
called into action.

He had a musket bal 
put through his lungs, aud oue through hi 
left arm. He says that as soon as be is 
able to handle a gun he will try the rebels 
again.
